GWU TO HOST CONFERENCE OF GOVERNMENTAL 
REGULATION OF PRIVATE BUSINESS 


WASHINGTON, D.C. — The George Washington University School of 
Government and Business Administration (SGBA), in cooperation with 
the John Hancock Mutual Life Insurance Company, is sponsoring a 
one-dav conference, "Prospects for Regulatory Reform," on Friday, 
October 21. 

The conference, according to SGBA Dean Peter B. Vaill , is 
"being convened to provide an opportunity for executives in the public 
and private sectors to meet with university people to think together 
on the subject of the current and future role of government in 
regulating the private business sector of our economy." 

Dean Vaill will give the conference's keynote address, "Some 
Management Issues in the Regulatory Process," on the 21st. 

His address will be followed by a panel discussion, "Regulation in 
a Time of Change," moderated by Dr. Salvatore F. Divita of GWU with 
Dr. Alfred Kahn, Chairman of the Civil Aeronautics Board; Richard 
Wiley, Chairman of the Federal Communications Commission; and 
Dr. R. David Pittle, Commissioner of the Consumer Product Safety 
Commission as panelists. 

At 1:15 p.m. Dr. Murry Weidenbaum, Director of the Center for 
the Study of American Business at Washington University in St. Louis, 
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will speak (topic unavailable). Mr. Weidenbaum 1 s address will be 
followed by a conference summary panel which will b£ moderated by 
Paul H. Weaver of Fortune Magazine. 

Participants in the conference, says Vaill, will include 
"government executives who make or interpret regulatory decisions; 
business executives who seek to understand and comply with 
government regulation; and students of the regulatory process who 

seek a broader perspective on these extraordinarily complex issues. 

The conference is scheduled for the day following a banquet 
at which the John Hancock Mutual Life Insurance Company will 
make its annual Awards for Excellence in Business and Financial 
Journalism. It is the tenth annual conference on a topic of 
national concern which the company has co-sponsored with a leading 
business school in conjunction with its annual journalism awards.

The first luncheon—a tribute to Eleanor Roosevelt—will be on Tuesday, 

October 25, at 1 p.m. in the university*s Marvin Center, 21st and H Streets, N.V. 

Jean Stapleton will be joined on the program by Mrs. Roosevelt T s grandson 
Curtis Roosevelt and by sene of her friends, who are expected to come to Washington 
for the event. Miss Stapleton will talk about Mrs. Roosevelt f s days at her 
Val-Kill retreat, the subject of the film "Soul of Iron," which will be shown at 
the luncheon. 

The "Women in the World" series, which will include three luncheons a year, 
was initiated by members of the Virginia R. Allan Fund committee at George 
Washington. The special educational fund was established earlier this year to 
honor Virginia Allan, former deputy assistant secretary of state for public affairs, 
and a leader in women *s rights. 

Eleanor Roosevelt was chosen to be honored at the first luncheon because of 
her leadership role in the crusade for human rights, a cause whose time has come, 
Miss Allan said. Subsequent luncheons will recognize other women of achievement, 
featuring outstanding women writers and women as subjects of significant books.

COLIN TURNBULL NAMED VISITING PROFESSOR OF ANTHROPOLOGY AT GWU 

WASHINGTON, D.C. -- Colin M. Turnbull, social anthropologist 
and author of The Mountain People , the story of a starving tribe in 
Northern Uganda, has been named visiting professor of anthropology 
and faculty associate of the Division of Experimental Programs for 
the 1977-78 school year at The George Washington University, 
Washington, D.C. 

Turnbull is co-teaching an experimental course, !, Conflict in 
Human Societies,” in conjunction with the department of speech and 
drama. Relating drama and anthropology bo contemporary social 
problems, the course investigates the ways in which other cultures 
use drama and ritual as a means of exposing, expressing, and relieving 
conflict situations. The course is an outgrowth of Turnbull’s 
involvement with The Ik, the stage version of his book The Mou n tain 
People , which was written and directed by Peter Brook. The play was 
■brought to the U.S. last year as part of the French government’s 
Bicentennial gift to this country and was performed at GW. 

Born in England and educated at Oxford University, Turnbull has 
taught at West Virginia University, Virginia Commonwealth, Hofstra, 
Columbia, New York University, Hunter, and Vassar. He has also

taught at The Robert Kennedy Youth Center (correctional) in West 
Virginia and at the State Penitentiary in Richmond, Virginia. 

His work in prisons has also included studies on capital punishment 
in Virginia, Georgia, Florida, and California, out of which 

has come data supporting the rehabilitative possibilities of 
death row inmates. He has served as the associate curator of 
African ethnology at the American Museum of Natural History in 
New York City. 

Turnbull's best known books include The Mountain People , The 
Forest People , and The Lonely African . In preparation for 1977-78 
publication are Belief and Sociality , The Anthropology of Self 
(both Simon & Schuster), and Anthropolog:^ and Contemporary Society 
(McGraw Hill, College Division). 

His field work has been on such topics as Indian social 
philosophy in India; ritual and politics in the Ituri Forest, the 
Mbuti pygmies, and the reformation of Ituri society following the 
wars of independence, all in the Republic of Zaire; the Ik in 
Uganda; and tradition and poverty in Dakar, Senegal.

On Tuesday, October 18 the graduate program in Tourism Development and 
Travel Administration hosted a gathering for persons interested in the tourism 
industry and its increasing professionalization.
